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WIRELESS BETWEEN THE WARS 


PART _V 


Previous parts of this story huve dealt with sone of 
experiences as an aircraft Wireless Operator in the Royal 
Air Force. This part deals briefly with sone fum and ganes 
5 a shipboard operator. 


Mthough 1 commenced ny overseas service by flying to 
Singopore from Scotland (see Part 11), {t vas inevitable 
during some sia years overseas service that one would 
travel on a Ceoopship, and Fate picked for me two journeys 
on HOT "Sonersetshire™, which vas a converted freighter of 
some 10,000 tons, conveying about 1500 troops hetween Eng~ 
Vand and Hong Kong, via Malta, Feypt, India and Singapore. 
This vas no “Love hoat™, and quarters were a bit crasped. 
Marched on board vith ail one's worldly possessions ia too 
Kithags over the shoulder, 1 rencabor heing detailed to = 
portion of the forsant hold azrked on the hatehway "No. 2 
Dock = Mossing 244 - Sleeping 196". One did not dare to 
aoh where the unlucky 48 slept! 


1m about the second day our on ay First trip (From Sing- 
apore to tong kong), 2 fat chap In a Merchant Navy oni fora 
uppenred on our deck and, after getting one of us to yell 
for silence, enquired "iy K/T Operators here?” Sensing 
the opportunity to get ont of thin rather pungent hell~ 
hole, T volunteered that T was indeed sn aircrew wireless 
operator = mechanic - air-gunser ~ navigator, whatever. He 
asked ae "Can you real corse at 30 s.p.m.?" ‘This T claized 
(aaid derisive cries from the asceabled airmen) and be said 
“weport to the ¥/T cabin at 7 hell this forenoon watch” 
(11.30 to you). Me also gave ne a piece of paper to show 
to the Service Police who were determined to let no-one 
‘undor around the more attractive parts of the ship, such 
as the upper decks. 


The Wireless Cabin, aft of the Bridge, was a compara 
tively spavious one, containing Marconi, bP. and 3.F. 
transmitters and receivers of simple tuhe design QW = PA 
1h and TRP receivers) with the Lnevitahle 600 = meter spark 
emergency set, including an autonatic receiver which was 
Supposed t0 sound an ular if an "5.0.5," was received. 
Ths vas tested daily, but forzunately we never had in fuct 
ro use it. 


Now (t turned out that "Sparks the “Wireless Officer", 
Like neurly everyone else in the ship's crew, had a racker 
and Mx was tO print, publish and sell tho "Ship's News- 
paper", af page shece containing mostly news put out by 
Reuters Press Agency in morse from GOR at Rughy ia England 
on 16.2 Khe, Thanks to the "Delayer, this LF sigaal could 
be heird by operators around the wort, (1 believe it 
still can be heard). However, in the far Bast, the day's 
fhews in Furope came on at aboot O300 hours local tine, next 
day, by which tine our friend was either fast asleep, or 
drunk, oF both, Hence che volunteer hely, to copy ail this 
Press, type it up, and turn the handie of the ancient 
Gestetner copying machine to produce several hundred copies 
by eorning. 


However, one did not sind very much, because it vas such 
nore comfortable in the cabin, and it even had an ice-box, 
With actual beer in it on good days, Also, approaching ant 
Leaving port was a realty busy tine on the air, when our 
"sparks" earned his pay by handling traffic with che 
nearest coast station - und T learned how to do that tash ~ 
which came in very useful, Tater. 


Now for the fun and games, As the “production staff of 
‘the Ship's Newspaper, 1 bad ny on free copy, and 2 
devilish scheme entered ay =ind. AS you know, sez-roine 
Folk call a latrine 2 head", and the heads on this ship 
consisted of a double row of cubicles right up in the bows, 
sone 12 on each side, A Targe gutter, or scupper, passed 
under these places, and through this scupper eas continu- 
ally pumped a large streaz of seawater, Following breab- 
fast, all were usually occupied, and the scheme was to 
occupy the foremost head (easy, "as one was awake at 6 
aye,}, Light the nexspaper with a match, and drop it sheet 
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BY KEITH STREET, G3DKS 
by sheet into the fast Flowing scupper. There followed a 
sequence of yells and screans, 93 the burning paper passed 
vader each occupant, and a bonus yell as sone hit their 
heads om the overhead in leaping up. The “evidence” was 
‘swept overside and no-one quite knew what was happening. 
However, it relieved the tedium of the journey, and gave 
the passengers something to Culk about. 


To turn to a sore glamorous marine adventure, Shortly 
following the above experience, the then Governor of the 
Straits Settlements (Singapore ‘and Hornea) decided (tn 
about 1933) to visit the King of Siam (aos Thailand) in 
Yanghok, and the Governor's French opposize susher in Saigon 
(shen French Indo-China).

Apart fron reading the press from England, and sending 
and receiving a few formal mossuges for His Fxcellency via 
the 500 MHZ Coust Stations, I worked several Amateurs vith 
W and VS catts. T had taken slong ay aircraft equipment 
to back up the ancient LE/MP sets on board, but there 
scened to he no “han” activity in Sian or Indo-China at 
that time, Ashore in Bangkok, I tried to suygest tuetfully 
10 sone of King Prafipatoh's puserous male relatives (tho 
Female ones were strictly off Liaits) that 3 “Royal” 
Amateur Radio Station aight be a good thing, in the 
interests of international relations, hat 12 appeared they 
only wanted to talh about racing cars (another subject then 
close to ay heart). One of the King's nephews, Princo 
Birahongse, in fact later hecane a quite fazous Grand rin 
driver in Europe.
